Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The week’s review is obscured, but not obliterated, by the 
election and the size of Taft and his victory. All will agree 
that the victor and the victory are large enough to fill one 
week at least, and it is little wonder, therefore, to hear that 
canned goods are slow. But there is a satisfactory expression 
heard on all sides, ‘‘ The election is over and business will 
now settle down.’’ There are, of course, different interpreta- 
tions put upon this expression, and if there is any satisfaction 
to the vanquished to put a dark meaning to this expression, the 
victors will certainly not object to them taking it. 

Be this as it may, it is certainly very satisfactory that the 
disturbing influences of the election are done away with, and 
that this excuse can no longer be employed. There should be 
a considerable reawakening in the general business of the coun- 
try, and there will undoubtedly be seen a much better feeling 
on all sides, accounted for not by the success of Taft or the 
defeat of Bryan, but because the stories of panic and prosperity 
will no longer be circulated, and still more so because if there 
was any truth in the assertions, that many enterprises awaited 
the outcome of the election before pushing ahead, there can be 
found no excuse for further delay. These two influences should 
produce some further activity, and this, coupled with the 
improvement in general business noted during the past few 
months, should make business a whole lot better. 

In this geveral improvement canned goods will certainly 
receive their share, and as the canners are in a position to be 
directly benefited by every step of improvement, as they are the 
holders of the goods, the effects will be directly felt in the 
industry. 

The weather has suddenly turned quite cold in the East, 
and every indication tends to show that the cold weather has 
come to stay. This is a consideration of importance, as it 
affects the consumption of canned goods directly, and this adds 
another reason for the canner expecting an improvement. This 


snappy, cold weather gives a zest to the appetite, and it will

undoubtedly bring a better demand for canned goods. In fact, 
grocery houses report a better business this week than for some 
time, in general lines. 

The cold weather has also given an impetus to the Oyster 
business, and shippers are more busy than ever before this year. 

Reports from down the bay stated earlier in the season— 
at the opening—that there was every indication of a very good 
supply in evidence, that the beds would yield well of good qual- 
ity oysters. In the lower sections of the bay, and these are the 
sections of heaviest supply, this condition obtains, and there 
will be a good sized catch of fine oysters; but in the upper and 
middle sections there is nothing to indicate a good yield. In 
fact they have been bringing some very poor stock to market 
from these sections; oysters that are properly known as 
‘‘plantings,’’ and which should have been seized by the oyster 
inspectors under the Cull Law, as being undersized. These 
little oysters sold on the Baltimore market at 52c. per bushel, 
but only because the market was bare of shell stock. From the 
dredge boats these oysters sold as low as 25c., if they could be 
sold at all. Owing to the warm weather oysters have been 
selling as low as 35c. from the dredge boats for quite good 
stock. These oysters would make good ‘‘core’’ stock, and if 
the market was not pretty well stocked with carry over oysters, 
the canning house would no doubt have been busy on them. 
As it was some few were handled, but not as they should have 
been. The cold weather in the West will help to clean up the 
market of this carry over stock, and the canneries will soon be 
busy on new goods. 

Just now the market for canned oysters is very dull. Five 
oz. No. 1 Standards are quoted at 75c; 10 0z. ditto, at $1.35 ; 
4 oz. No. 1 cores are quoted at $1.30. Light weight oysters are 
quoted at 4goc. for No. 1. 

These light weight oysters should be tabood by the entire 
jobbing trade. No oysters should be handled unless the weight 
has been stamped on the can. For years there was a law on the 
statute books of Maryland which compelled all canned oysters 
to be stamped with the net weight of oystersin the can. But 
this law was dropped off the books by mistake, it is said; but 
all the better packers continue the practice, and it is only the 
poor goods that go out without it. 

Possibly due to the lull after the storm, tomatoes have been 
quieter this week than usual, and quotations of 673éc. f. o. b. 
cannery have been made, and as low as 65c. for fair standards. 
Gallons have touched $1.95 in these quotations, and these 
figures mark the low water mark for the year. Nominally the 
market is 7oc. for No. 3 standards; 65c. for No. 3 seconds; 
No. 2 at 50c. for standards, and seconds No. 2 at 45c. 

Corn remains absolutely without change and demand has 
been very dull. No. 2 standard sugar corn is quoted at 6oc. ; 
dry packed or Maine style at 65c., and the same for shoepeg. 
Extras and fancy are quoted up to 8oc., as to brand and quality. 

Peas show no life whatever and no changes in prices from 
last week. There is every reason to expect an unusual demand 
for these goods in the early future. 

Pumpkin and sweet potatoes have had considerable attention 
in the canning houses and some demand from the trade; but 
this week they have both been quiet, though their active season 
is now close at hand also. 

Canners’ metals remain inactive, in fact, the trade reports 
them very dull, more so than for some years. 


The Department of Commerce and Labor has just issued a 
voluminous report of the survey of the oyster beds of Somer- 
set county, Maryland. It is the work of Captain C. C. Gates, 
chief of the United States coast and geodetic survey party, 
which has been supplementing the survey work of the Mary- 
land Shellfish Commission in Maryland waters. The oyster 


bars of Somerset county were found to be 37 in number and 


their total area as marked out by the hydrographic engineer of 
the commission is 17,000 acres, exceeding forty square miles. 


New Y ork Miarket 


Peported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, November 4.—October closed as it ran all 
through, dull and uncertain in the canned goods industry. 
Business was done only for immediate requirements and the 
general tendency was toward weakness. Conditions have not 
changed much since November opened, but it is expected that 
the elections being over will make some difference in the situ- 
ation and that trade in all lines will pick up. It must pick up 
if there is any business at all. The business done has been so 
slight so far this season that it is practically impossible to 
determine what the future will be. Some are of the opinion 
that it will immediately reach its average volume, while others 
say that development will be slow and that trade in all lines will 
grow only.as it may be needed. Perhaps in a degree both views 
are right, but the probability is that all classes of trade will be 
substantially as active as ever during the coming year. 


Tomatoes.—The market is irregular and easy, though most 
packers are asking a shade more for full standard Maryland 3s. 
A fair quality of standard 3s can be bought at 7oc. regular 
terms f. 0. b. factory. Again some jobbers are refusing to sell 
below 8oc. regular f. 0. b. factory, but it is needless to say that 
these jobbers are not selling many at that figure. Local buyers 
have taken some standard 3s at 7oc. regular terms f. o. b. fact- 
ory and a good deal of business would probably be done if pack- 
ers would accept this figure on best goods. But they won’t do 
that and the result is a deadlock which has not yet shown much 
indication of breaking. Marylarid gallons are offered with con- 
siderable freedom at $2.00 f. o. b. factory regular terms. New 
Jersey 3s are held at 85c. here, though few buyers take hold 
freely at this figure. Best New Jersey gallons are selling at 
$2.75. It is said that prices now ruling on Maryland goods are 
actually below the cost of packing. But this fact does not 
influence jobbers to take hold. The total pack is estimated at 
10,000,000 cases. They figure the expense in this way: For 
tins and boxes, 60c.; raw stock, 25c.; factory expense, 20c., 
and to these must be added the expense for labels, gasoline, 
incidentals and brokerage. The actual cost is 75c. to 77%c., 
and whatever packers get below that represents clear loss. 


Corn.—Maine corn can be bought at 7oc. to goc. f. o. b. 
Portland, Me., for prompt shipment. State corn varies widely 
and is more freely offered at 7oc. to goc., depending upon 
grade and brand. Western corn is easy and Southern Maine 
style can be bought at 62%4c. regular terms f. o. b. factory. 
Buying is principally in small lots, purchasers taking compar- 
atively little interest beyond satisfying immediate demand. 

' Peas.—A shade more interest has developed in peas, 
though the tendency of prices is still downward. The general 
market is exceedingly dull and prices are rather nominal. 
Sifted grades are quiet and buying is extremely limited. 

Beans.—Strings are in jobbing demand aud perhaps a shade 
firmer on No. 2s and No. tsin state pack. Buying is limited 
to actual demand. 

Apples.—State gallons are attracting some attention with 
packers a bit firmer at $2.25 here. The pack for this season is 
estimated considerably below that of last year. No one is able 
to say definitely, though some estimate the reduction at as much 
as 40 per cent. Some Maine gallons can be bought at $2.00 
f. o. b. factory for this year’s pack. Old pack Pennsylvania 
can be bought at $2.00 f. o. b. factory and Southern gallons are 
freely offered. 
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California Fruits.—The market is firm on all varieties in 
fancy or better grades, but lower grades are dull and movement 
is light. It is reported that the California packers will carry 
their better goods rather than to sell at reduced prices. 

Pineapples.—The market is dull and buying is exceedingly 
limited. Holders are not urging sales, but buyers show little 
interest. 

Salmon.—Red Alaska is firm on the spot with most holders 
quoting $1.30, but occasionally one wants to dispose of a small 
lot and will let his stock go at $1.25 to 1.28% here. Demand 
is moderate and seems to be largely limited to an occasional pur- 
chase for jobbing account. Medium is offered a bit more freely 
and in some instances the purchaser can obtain concessions from 
inside figures. Offerings of cohoes and pinks are on a more 
liberal scale at a range of 80c. to 85c. A few pink talls are 
offered at 67%4c. to 7oc. f. 0. b. Coast. Stocks of sockeye and 
Columbia river fish are practically out of first hands. 

Sardines. —Domestic fish is in jobbing demand and the tone 
is firm for three-quarter mustards, with offerings made rather 
sparingly. In quarter-oils a fair movement is noted, but no 
important transactions are reported. Imported fish are firm. 

Oysters.—A shade additional firmness is noted on new pack 
goods, but the market is not especially active at present.

SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE.”’ 


CHICAGO, Nov. 4, 1908. 

Business Vs. Politics.—Now that the people have decided the 
political issues and have stated their preference, let’s all get busy and 
help to put conditions where they should te. 

Commercial Influence Predominates.—The political lineup 
conclusively shows that the labor unions have but little strength and that 
the people are not going to permit either the labor trust or the commer- 
cial trusts to run the country. It is quite evident that what the people 
want is a speedy return to astute business conditions and that they are 
tired of self-appointed and self-lauded reformers who want office and who 
have on that account “‘ views as to how the country should be conducted 
and as to how other people should do business.’’ 

Indiana Breaks the Price.—Indiana tomato packers have 
broken the price on canned tomatoes and several of the smaller packers 
are offering to close out the remainder of their holdings at 75c. per dozen 
f.o. b. cannery. This break is not general, but has been made only by a 
few of the smaller packers who have poor winter storage for canned gcods 
and who are anxious to avoid the expense of winter storing the small remain- 
ing portions of their pack. These offerings do not in any instance exceed 
in quantity one thousand cases, but they are of good quality and full stand- 
ard grade. Buyers are quiet!y taking in these good trades as fast as they 
are offered and it is thought that the market will soon react assoon ~* the 
few small holders are sold out. 


Canned Goods Moving.—A"® improved movement is noticed in 
all or nearly all lines of canned goods. Retailers are replenishing their 


stocks and preparing for the winter sale of canned foods. It is well known 
that stocks of canned goods in the hands of retail grocers are smaller than 
for many years. Wholesalers’ stocks are very light, exceedingly so, and 
the movement which has been delayed by doubt and fear of entering into 
obligations until conditions were more reassuring must come, and come 
soon, ‘*The people must eat.’’ They can wear patched trousers, mended 
shoes, faded hats and can economize in many other ways, but they must 
have food and they cannot wait until ‘‘ good times come”’ to buy it; they 
must buy it now and keep buying it. 


Everything But Canned Goods.—Have you noticed how nearly 
everthing else has heavily advanced except canned goods? Stocks have 


advanced, most of them, nearly one hundred per cent. from the lowes; 


point touched this year. Bonds and other securities and manufactured 
products 1n other lines and of various kinds have advanced heavily, but 
canned goods have slumped terribly and are still in the dumps. Why is 
this? Itis certainly unreasonable and unwarranted by the statistics cf 
the packing. Moreover, the low prices prevailing are going to heavily 
stimulate the consumption of canned goods, and jobbers’ stocks are 
rapidly being absorbed. : 

Canned Pumpkin.—We note a number of western canners are 
specializing canned pumpkin. The Central Lake Canning Company, Cen- 
tral Lake, Mich., The Dicksen Canning Company, Dicksen, IJ]., the New 
Bluegrass Canning Company, Owensboro, Ky., and one or two others are 
using improved and scientific processes for perfecting the quality of this 
product, and have now succeeded in so doing until a pumpkin or squash 

ie cooks up as smoothly and of as delicate flavor as a milk custard or 
emon cream pie. They pack these goods now so that the contents of a 
can will stand alone when it is turned out on a dish, and can be sliced with 
a knife like soft cheese. The pumpkin is an article of most prolific and 
ubiquitous growth, and as a country salesman said in a letter to a buyer 
which was shown to me, giving his excuses for not selling more canned 
pumpkin, ‘‘Each family out here has pumpkins to burn, and would be 
ashamed if he did not have a dozen big ones in his cellar.”’ 

Pumpkins grow everywhere in these United States, and they grow 
large. They are freely used as food for stock, and have not usually enough 
value to justify shipping them any distance to market. Despite these facts, 
however, canned pumpkin is quite popular and staple, and a large quantity 
of itis used. Packers claim that consumers will find the canned article 
cheaper than the cost of preparing the pumpkin from the raw product and 
much better. There is one disadvantage in carrying stock of canned 
pumpkin, except at certain times of the year previous to Thanksgiving and 
the holidays, and that is that it can be used only for pies, and is not usu lly 
used for baking or stewing like the pumpkin in the rind; and the demand 
on the coming of warm weather or even more open winter at once disap- 
pears and the dealer is left with a stock on hand which it is hard to move. 

All Things Coming.—The proverb says ‘‘All things come to him 
who waits.’’ If that istrue business is winging its way to the canned 
goods manufacturers and dealers, for they certainly have waited for a long 
time, not willingly, however, but because they had to. 

Market Indefinite.— Many predictions as to the course of the market 
‘“‘after the election’’ are now in order for verification. Brokers have been 
advising buyers to get all the options on canned goods they could, and be 
prepared to close them immediately after the election proved Taft was 
elected, others have held that no matter who was elected the market was 
safe and cheap goods a good buy ; others claimed that there would be only 
a gradual return to actual conditions, and that the election could not and 
would not hasten it. We shall see what we see. There is nothing event- 
ful or exciting, or even interesting to report, or a change in market con- 
ditions and the status. Except the break in Indiana tomatces mentioned in 
a previous paragraph, the situation is about the same. WRANGLER.

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Indiana State Laws. 


New rules affecting canners, packers, dairymen, confec- 
tioners, and other manufacturers of food stuffs were recently 
published by the Indiana State Board of Health. The rules, as 
Dr. Hurty, secretary of the board says, are a distinct advance 
for the State of Indiana. 

Rule 17, for instance, forbids any manufacturer, dealer, 
vender or other person exposing for sale any article of fccd that 
is ready for consumption, in such a way that vermin, dust, 
insects or any kind of dirt may come in contact with it. This 
will affect, principally, the retail dealers. 

Another rule requires canners and packers to have well- 
lighted, ventilated establishments, provided with sanitary wash- 
ing facilities. Floors must be of cement or solid plank, so laid 
that they may be flushed at the end of each day. False or loose 
floors are forbidden unless laid over cement. Drainage must 
be efficient and sanitary, and all refuse liable to fermentation 
shall be promptly removed. The employment of persons suffer- 
ing from cancer, tuberculosis or any contagicus diseases, or 
whose hands have sores upon them is prohibited. 

The use in food products of sacharrine, dulcin, sucrol, 


garantose, hayden sugar crystals, glucin or any other coal tar > 


sweetness is prohibited. ‘The use of any antiseptic, or preserva- 
tive substances except salt, saltpeter, sucrose, vinegar and 
spices, is prohibited; but one-tenth of one per cent of sodium 
benzoate may be used for the season of 1909 in tomato catsup 
and sweet pickles. 

If you will refer to the Pure Food Dont’s published quite a 
number of times recently in THE TRADE you will find we 
expected this sort of ruling and advised you accordingly. 
Those, either in Indiana or other states, who have not taken 
advantage of the suggestions contained therein would do well 
to look up, or send to us for a copy containing same and pro- 
ceed to make such improvements in their factories as they think 
necessary, while the rush season is closed. 


Will Make Tin Cans. 


_ Weare in receipt of information which appears to be reliable, to the 
effect that a new company has been formed by Mr. J. Z. S chultz, of 
Buchanan, Va., and others in the State of Virginia for the purpose of 
manufacturing tin cans for canners’ use. The company will be known as 
the Tennessee Can Company and will be located at Chattanooga, Tenn. 
It is capitalized at $50,000. 

A factory with a capacity of 100,000 cans per day will be erected 
immediately, which gives the impression that it will be equipped in time 
to take care of next season’s business. It will probably be the largest of 
its kind in that section and will be built of corrugated steel sheeting, 
employ about 100 men and be in charge of an experienced Baltimore 
canmaker. It is reported the stockholders are interested in a similar 
enterprise in Virginia.

One hundred cases of canned apples and 172 cases of can- 
ned blackberries, now in the possession of the Ridenour-Baker 
Grocery Company of Kansay City, have been ordered sold by 
the United States Marshal by Judge Smith McPherson in the 
Federal Court. The court ruled that the canned fruit was mis- 
labeled according to the provisions of the Pure Food Law. 

The fruit was packed by C. H. Godfrey & Son of Benton 
Harbor, Mich. The apples and berries were grown near Spring- 
dale, Ark., but the labels indicated, sothe ccurt held, that the 
fruit was grown in Michigan. The canned fruit was seized on 
information filed by the United States District Attorney. 


Baltimore Canning House Damaged by Fire. 


The pier extending from the cannery of Louis Grebb, the well-known 
canner and canmaker, was damaged by fire since our last issue to the 
extent of about $4,000, which was fully covered by insurance. The fire 
started some time after 11 o’clock at night on the part of the pier where 
considerable oyster shells were and destroyed about 100 yards of the pier 
and the roof fell in. Several barges narrowly escaped after being set 
adrift. No damage was done to the main buildings.

New, York. 

Demand still hangs fire and concessions are still obtainable on toma- 
toes, California fruits and some grades of peas. Tomatoes are suffering 
from the irregularity of quality, which is causing many rejections, but the 
trouble is gradually disappearing with the disappearance of the rejections 
into distributive channels. Corn is steady to firm. Desirable brands of 
peas are held at full prices. No. 10 apples are tending upwards. South- 
ern pie peaches are firmer. California fruits are without much activity. 
Salmon is firm; the demand for good brands is fair. Oysters are cffering, 
of the new pack, as follows: 67%c. for 5-0z.; 62%c. for 4-0z.; 57%c. for 
3-0z., and 4oc for lightweights in No.1 cans; $1.35 for 10-oz.; $1.15 for 
8-0z.; $1.10 for 6-oz., and 75c. for lightweights in No. 2 cans, f. 0. b.* 
Baltimore.—Merchanis’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


Tomatoes are still very weak and in extremely light demand, lighter 
in the East, however, than in the West. It would probably take only a 
moderate nibble to get a 67%c. price. The outlook, however, gives every 
evidence of higher prices, if the packers can only get into a position 
where they are not obliged to sacrifice their holdings. Corn is in fair 
demand at unchanged prices. Some surplus 1908 Maine corn has been 
offered for sale at goc., the maintained opening price. Pears are un- 
changed and quiet, some demand being manifested for cheap grades. 
Peaches are unchanged and firm, though dull. Some good-sized sales of 
Michigan peaches have been made in the East this year. They cost about 
the same price and are usually much superior to the Baltimore product. 
Apples are unchanged on the last quotation and in fair demand. The out- 
look remains strong. California canned goods are unchanged and for the 
most part dull. There is some demand for peaches. Small Baltimore 


canned goods are unchanged throughout and in moderate request.— 
Grocery World. 
Chicago. 


The salmori market has been increasing in strength and the situation 


at present is very strong on Alaska red and all good grades. Red Alaska 
salmon is reported sold out of packers’ hands. Canners’ stocks are said 
to be virtually exhausted, and sockeyes and Columbia River chinooks are 
scarce ahd firm in price, also medium reds. This makes the demand for 
pink salmon somewhat better. The market on domestic and import d 
sardines is firm. The pack of domestic three-quarter mustard sardines so 
far falls short of the average season, and unless the catch quickly increases 
to a large extent, indications are for a decided scarcity in three-quarter 
mustards A report says that the supply of quarter-oils of the present 
packing is hardly sufficient to provide for orders packers already have in 
hand. The stock of imported sardines in this country is limited and 
prices very firm. Canners offer tomatoes of varying quality at varying 
prices, but the market on full standard is steady at last week’s quotations. 
Goods of quality command a price. Demand is fairly gocd from the retail 
trade, but would be better with cooler weather. Packers hold their corn 
at steady prices. They appear confident that the market on canned cofn 
will improve, their confidence being based on the now well-known fact 
that the pack was very small this year and that if demand is normal more 
goods will be wanted than can be supplied. A good demand continues 
for cheap and medium grades of peas, on which the market is steady. 
There is no change on canned beans of any kind. Pumpkin steady. 
Demand is somewhat better. Can.ed fruits are in some demand at former 
quotations,—Grvocers’ Criterion. 


St. Louis. 


Business among the jobbers is not at all satisfactory this week, the 
apathy being attributed largely to the coming elect'on. Everything seems 
to be very listless on market matters, while retailers are holding off in 
their buying, and what shipments are being made are said to be for imme- 
diate wants. The one redeeming element of the trade is the fact that col- 
lections are exceedingly good. Without any especial effort the country 
trade is sending in money in liberal quantities to meet accounts. There is 
no interest whatever in corn, peas and tomatoes. The market is un- 
changed and neither vegetable shows any strength whatever. The elec- 
tion again comes into play as the excuse, and the lack of enthusiasm on 
the part of the retailer is reflected in the same manner by the jobber, as he 
is not displaying much activity in these products The only canned- 
goods interest is being manifested in kraut. Packers are asking more 
money for the canned product, though jobbers are content with 85c., and 
as yet have not made any advances.

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California Market. 


> 


Market Conditions—Outlook on Spot and Future Goods—News 
Interests of the West. 


SAN FRANcIsco, CAL., Oct. 31, 1908. 

A general rain has set in all over the State and canning 
operations have once more been seriously interfered with. To- 
matoes is almost the only crop that is now being operated on 
and from all appearances the pack of these will be quite light. 
Even had weather conditions remained perfect there would not 
have been a large pack for the reason that many canners had 
decided not to operate on this article this season both on 
account of the condition of the local market and the fact that 
they had about exhausted their available resources on the large 
pack of fruits that was put up. The rain of a few weeks ago 
held back the packing of tomatoes and it has only been within 
the past few days that work has been resumed on a large scale 
again. From all indications the present rain will be a heavy 
one and the pack of tomatoes may be regarded as being practi- 
cally ended. Some canneries are operating on squash and 
sweet potatoes but the pack of these vegetables will be limited 
and does not cut much of a figure in the market. The packing 
of apples is now going on in a limited way in the vicinity of 
Watsonville, the great apple growing district of the State, but 
this industry has not reached very large proportions as yet. 

H. Plaun and C. E. Thielmann, two Danish capitalists, 
have just arrived in San Francisco from the Far East where 
they have been investigating possible sites for fisheries and mak- 
ing arrangements for a concession. They will leave in a short 
time for Southeastern Alaska where they will visit some of the 
canneries in operation before proceeding to Copenhagen to make 
a detailed report on what they have found. This report, they 
do not hesitate to say will be very favorable. ‘‘Our fishing 
concession ’’ said Mr. Plaun, ‘‘ has already been obtained from 
the Russian Government, and is the only one. of its kind on the 
Siberian Coast, except the small local yearly concessions under 
which Japanese firms have been doing business for sometime. 
The best part of our territory covers the Coast about the mouth 
of the rivers emptying into the Okhotsk Sea. The salmon 
there are fully as plentiful as on the Alaskan Coast and are of 
the same variety. Next year a cannery is to be established by 
our company at the mouth of the Palama river, which is 2,100 
miles north of Vladivostock, through which port we expect to 
ship the most of our canned product to the European market.’’ 

The latest word from the salmon fisheries in Southeastern 
Alaska show that the pack there is very disappointing. In 
most cases the canneries have been able to fill their cans with- 
out much difficulty but a very small proportion of the run has 
been of red salmon and the canners have been forced to put up 
a large pack of humpbacks and dog salmon. It is not thought 
at the present time that the pack of red salmon will exceed 
fifty per cent. of that of last season. 

The good prices that have been received for canned salmon 
during the past few seasons, and the fact that there seems to te 
but little difficulty in marketing the product, is causing renewed 
activities in the line of promoting new canneries and during the 
coming season there will be several new ones operated, both in 
Alaska and on the Puget Sound. The Alsek Fishing Company 
has been organized at Juneau, Alaska, and a cannery is to be 
established at Yakutat. Many of the canneries operating in 
these districts will increase their capacity during the coming 
winter and almost all of them will be compelled to make exten- 
sive repairs. Some of the plants located in the Far North have 
found it profitable to bring parts of their cannery machinery 


here to be repaired and the Alaska Packers’ Association steamer 
Nushagak has just arrived with a large quantity of this which 
will be put into shape and made ready for shipment back next 
spring. This vessel brought down 4,000 cases of canned salmon 
and over one hundred fisherman and cannery workers. ‘The 
Association has no more vessels in the North at the present time. 

Last week the Alaska Packers’ Association reported the 
purchase of the American ship Kenilworth and this week add 
that it has also purchased the bark Willscott for use in its sal- 
mon carrying business. 

The various can companies doing business in California 
state that the demands for cans were heavier this season than 
ever before and that already inquiries are being made for next 
season’s supply. There is scarcely a company in the canning 
business that has any cans in stuck at the present time and con- 
ditions are very promising for the makers. 

A. W. Church, a well-known fruit grower and traveler of 
Tulare, Cal., has just returned from atripto the Hawaiian Islands, 
where he spent several weeks investigating conditions there. 
He visited the pineapple districts of the islands and found them 
in a flourishing condition, with a big crop being packed this 
year. He noted, however, that there was considerable appre- 
hension on the part of some of the growers over the fact that 
such a large acreage was being set out to this fruit, and there 
was a question on the part of some as to whether the industry 
was not being overdone before a permanent market had been 
established for the product. He advised a co-operation of 
growers in order that the markets of the United States might 
be carefully considered and a campaign of education on the use 
of pineapple, both in the fresh and in the canned state, might 
be instituted. The establishment ot a canmaking plant at 
Honolulu by the American Can Company has done much to aid 
this industry, as prior to that time all of the pineapples that 
were canned were shipped to San Francisco and canned there. 

The trouble that has arisen in the canneries in San Jose 


. and vicinity between the women employes and the Japanese has 


culminated in the agreement of three of the largest concerns in 
the canning business there to dispense with Japanese labor in 
the future, and it is felt that with the aid of these concerns 
others can be lead to follow their example. The firms in ques- 
tion are the California Fruit Canners Association, the Golden 
Gate Packing Company and the Sorosis Fruit Company. The 
movement is expected to spread to other canneries throughout 


the State where the Japanese have gained a foothold. 

P. J. Haller, general manager of the North Alaska Salmon 
Company, has returned from the cannery in Alaska. The pack 
of this concern this season was 150,000 cases and all of this has 
been sold. 

Joseph Durney, of the Griffith-Durney Co., has left for a 
short trip to Seattle and other cities of the Northwest.

Pacific Coast News. 


The Situation in California as Seen by the California 
Canneries Company. 


» SAN Francisco, CAL., Nov. 1, 1908. 

THE TRADE: “Early indications for season 1908, judging 
by the blossoms, gave promise of a huge crop, but growers 
were negligent of thinning, on account of previous year’s out- 
put being so small, consequently, as the season advanced it was 
found that the thinning process would have to be carried on 
vigorously to save any proportion of the crop for merchantable 
size, and those who neglected early indications found when 
harvesting arrived that the trees were overcrowded and the 
fruit in many cases too small for marketing purposes. The 
wise growers, although using every precaution, were only 
rewarded with comparatively small-sized fruit. In many orch 


ards it was found impossible to harvest at all, owing to small 
fruit, low prices and want of labor. 
Apricots, cherries, peaches, pears, grapes, etc., sold this 
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season, in consequence, at prices very much below those of pre- 
vious years, and growers, despite the fact of good crops, were 
handicapped by its greatness, which naturally resulted in no 
big profits to them. aeey 

The financial scare of last fall having still left money very 
tight, this also resulted in keeping prices low. 

In a season such as just closed the local canners were of 
great assistance to growers, and in view of the fact of all stocks 
throughout the country and abroad being small, the canners’ 
material assistance to growers can well be imagined. Were it 
not for the canner stepping in and working vigorously day and 
night to help out the grower, he (the grower) would have becn 
in a very sorry plight. 

Now, as the policy since last fall of jobbers and dealers has 
been a hand-to-mouth one, many of the small canners were, 
owing to tightness of money and lack of orders, unfortunately 
compelled to shut down altogether, so that the pack has been 
confined to the larger organizations. 

Up to the time of writing, orders are coming in conserv- 
atively, dealers and brokers holding off in the hope that with 
such a heavy crop prices will topple. However, for the reasons 
above stated, prices are now on the rise, many grades havirg 
been entirely cleancd up, and those who did not get in early 
are likely to get left. 

At times some of the largest canners feared a dearth of 
cans, but this would-be disastrous result was fortunately 
avoided. 

Besides the heavy domestic demand for apricots, England 
early clamored for consignments of the same fruit, this par- 
ticular crop having been very short for years past. Our com- 
pany established a record for shipping California fruits to Eng- 
land. Apricots plucked from the trees were processed and 
shipped overland via New York, and were on the tables of con- 


sumers in London and Liverpool thirty days from the date of 
leaving orchard. This was a credit to ‘‘ Yankee enterprise,’’ as 
our friend ‘‘ John Bull’’ puts it. 


At the time of writing all remaining stocks are rapidly 
moving and a most optimistic outlook prevails. 


Apart from the canners’ standpoint with regard to Cali- 
fornia fruit, it may be of interest to your readers to learn that 
up to the time of writing the 1908 green fruit shipping season 
is also breaking all records and is a source of both pleasure and 
surprise to growers, shippers and railway carriers. 


The Eastern consuming power of the California deciduous 
fruit product was never so great as at present. 

Chicago and New York are distributing centers for millions 
of pounds of fruit, and it is learned that it can be seen in all 
its varieties in over five hundred of the Eastern cities and 
towns. 

It is expected before the season expires 12,000 carloads of 
these fruits alone, or about 5,000 more than any previous season 
has had to its credit in the past, will have left here. 


This does not include about 3,0co carloads of Apples mov- 
ing out of the State, valued gross at $3,000,coo.

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Trade Mark Registration and the Food and Drugs Act.

About six months ago the Trade-Mark Division of the Patent Office 
started to inspect and criticise the labels which are filed with each appli- 
cation for trade-mark registration. The actual trade-mark is ordinarily a 
small part of the whole label and it had been the custom of the Patent 
Office to disregard the statements and designs upon labels which were not 
a part of the trade-mark proper, but a complication arose when the Agri- 
cultural Department started to enforce the Food and Drugs Act. A manu- 
facturer or a dealer who had registered a trade-mark and had filed his 
specimens in the Patent Office, considered himself very much injured 
when the Agricultural Department stated that the label did not conform 
to the law. He said that one department of the government had acted 
favorably upon his label as well as his trade-mark and that the result was 
that another department cf the government covld not criticise it. It 
became necessary, therefore, for the Commissioner of Patents to render a 
decision to the effect that all labels filed in the Patent Office with trade- 
mark applications must hereafter conform to the Food and Drugs Act. 

A food product is misbranded when the label contains anything, either 
words or designs, which are false or misleading in any particular; if the 
article itself, ingredients, or the substances contained in it, are incorrectly 
described it is misbranded. The Food and Drugs Act defines this mis- 
branding a little more narrowly than this. 

1. If it isan imitation of, or offered for sale under the name of, 
another article. 

2. If it is branded or labeled so as to deceive or mislead the. pur- 
chaser. 

3. If the contents of the packages are stated in terms of weight or 
measure, the weight or measure must be correctly and clearly given. 

4. The label must not have any false or misleading statement, design, 
or device upon it. 

There have probably been more objections made to labels on medi- 
cines than upon canned goods. Many manufacturers of medicines state 
on the label that the article is a Cure for certain diseases. As a matter of 
fact, the medicine is not a cure although it may have beneficial effects in 
some cases. .The Patent Office constantly requires the label owner to 


eliminate the word Cure from his label before the trade-mark can be regis- 
tered. 

The Agricultural Department is making constant tests of a great 
many foods, medicines and other articles and it is extremely likely that 
some of them which are mishranbed will be compelled to bear new labels. 
It is rumored that one of the most popular light drinks has been found by 
the government to contain a drug, and this fact will have to appear on 
their advertisements and their labels. A popular tobacco is also said to 
contain 40% brown paper. When the truth is stated upon the labels 
placed upon these articles, it is probable that their sale will not be in- 
creased, 

Misbranding in the canning trade is more often the result of an im- 
perfect knowledge of the law than it is of deliberate intention to disobey 
its provisions. When a manufacturer or dealer is having a new label 
designed, it is probably better for him to submit it toa competent trade- 
mark lawyer who will save him the trouble which might arise from mis- 
branding.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


A landslide for prosperity and Taft! Bring on the pros- 
perity then, and let’s see the demand for canned goods as 
~ of yore. 


Hats off to Mr. Sherman, than whom there is but one 
greater man in the country. As the president of a canning 
company—the New Hartford Canning Co., Utica, N. Y.—the 
industry is proud of him. 


We extend the congratulations of the entire indust1ry to 
the canner Vice President, James S. Sherman, and may his term 
be as brilliant and successful as it now promises to be, 

Now, that ‘‘ the hurly-burly’s done, and the battle lost and 
won,’’ we may look for a revival in business, a resumption of 
buying orders on canned goods, and in the face of the reduced 
packs on all lines good prices and profits to all in the business. 


With the successor of President Roosevelt decided as the 
business men of the country seemed to desire; with the next 
meeting place of the annual Convention fixed for Louisville, 
Ky.; with a small pack of goods in every line, a glut of none, 
why should not the canned goods packer be happy? There are 
great things ahead for him. 


But each packer will have to do his share to produce these 
good times, and a rush into the market with his goods—in other 
words to force the market will not produce this result. Just 
the reverse ; if confidence has been assured, then confidence 
must be displayed, and there could certainly not be better rea- 


sons for confidence in canned goods holdings than now exist. 
So show it ; and don’t force the market ; let it force you. 


_. This may mean, and probaly does mean, that you will have 
to wait until the turn of the year before any considerable 
advance in market prices for canned goods takes place. But 
you have sold half your pack, gotten your money, and it needs 
no argument to prove to you that with anything like a normal 
demand the prices of canned goods must go up from scarcity. 
But do not expect this condition to happen at once; it will be 
better and more lasting if the improvement is gradual. 


Mr. Gorrell informs us that there are some laggards in 
respect to the statistics. That is, there are some few stragglers 
who have not filled up blanks regarding their various packs, 
and sent them to him as Secretary of the National Canners’ 
Association at Bel Air, Md. He tells us that, in general the 
returns are very satisfactory, and if these few do their duty 
promptly, he will soon be able to acquaint them with the ExAcT 
amount of each kind of goods packed during 1908. Surely 
this is a most necessary matter, and its neglect is unpar- 
donable. 


If you have not been approached for the figures of your 
pack—no matter what article it may be, and have not received 
the blanks; take your letter head and write out the exact num- 
ber of cases of each article you pack this year of Nos. 1’s; 2’s; 
2%’s; 3’s and 10’s, and send it to him. This information will 
be as carefully guarded as if you had it in your own mind alone. 
The totals of all kinds will be made by Mr. Gorrel, as Secretary 
of the Association, and given out as such to the canners only. 
It will not be possible to obiain the individual figures of any 
packer; and no outside interest will have the figures before the 
canners themselves. What more could you want? Don’t bea 
laggard ; do your share in this most necessa1y work. 

Some canners have refused to send in their figures, in ycars 
past, to the papers striving to collect them, because they fourd 
that brokers and others secured the results before they did, and 
in fact the world was acquainted with their business—the 
amount of goods packed—before they were. There will be 
none of this under the Association’s management—the canners 
will have it first, and then if the canners choose to acquaint the 
world with their business they will decide to do so, but only 
then. 


We find that we announced last week wrong dates to the 
Annual Convention in Louisville, Ky. The Annual Conven- 
tions have always been held the second week in February; but 
this year the meeting will take place the first week in February, 
and will, therefore, be held from the 1st to the 6th of February, 
in the City of Louisville, Ky., with headquarters at the 
Armory. The Seelback Hotel will be the nominal headquar- 
teis; but as all meetings, together with the machinery and 
supplies exhibition will be held at the Armory, that will be the 
natural rendezvous of all. 


This meeting at Louisville should be one of the greatest 
the industry ever had, and it will pay every Canned Goods 
Packer to come there and see what great strides the industry 
has made in its mechanical lines, and to profit by the discus- 
sions in the meetings, and from contact with his fellow packer. 
We frequently meet canners who have never attended a National 
Convention, and we are not surprised to find them moving in 
narrow circles, hedged in by the old ideas and practices of the 
early days, and ignorant of the great possibilities open to them. 
There is nothing that will better broaden your views or more 
improve your business than these annual meetings, and the 
lessons they teach. Old. methods have been abandoned years 
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ago, and the industry has grown far beycnd you who remain 
at home and are content with the methods followed by your 
forefathers. 

It may be early, but we want you to turn to your memo- 
randum pad, and write across the first week of February 19cg— 
‘*T must be in Louisville.’’ We will give you more reasons 
later on, and good ones too. 


Canned Goods in the United Kingdom. 


Good Demand for Fruit—Californian Doing Well—Salmon Going 
Overland—Meats Improving—Grocers On the Defensive. 


LIVERPOOL, ENG., Oct. 24, 1908. 

Canned fruits received from the United States continue to 
sell freely in the United Kingdom, notwithstanding the pro- 
fusion and cheapness of home-grown fruit. Damsons are so 
plentiful that they have sold at 90 Ibs. for 1s. (24 cents), this 
working out at 7% Ibs. for a penny (2 cents.) The apple and 
pear crops have not been nearly as heavy as the soft and stone- 
fruit crops, and these it is which are used chiefly for preserving. 
The wealth of fruit of these kinds which the season has pro- 
duced does not seem to have checked the sale of canned fruits. 
Californian fruits, especially, have been in good demand, the 
consignments passing into the hands of grocers, who sell the 
fruits, retail, to the public as soon as received. Much of the 
Californian canned fruit now being used is opening out in first- 
class condition. The fruit turns out of the tins sound, in good 
form, pleasant to the eye and of excellent flavor. s 

A revival of warm, summer weather at the middle of Sep- 
tember increased the demand for fruits, and canned fruits shared 
this improvement with the home-grown fresh fruit. Pears and 
apricots have the promise to increase in popularity, the dis- 


tribution of the fruit through the trade of the country now 
being general. 

At London and at Liverpool the recent arrivals of Cali- 
fornian fruits have passed quickly into the hands of the dis- 
tributing trade. 

Pines in tins are selling rather more freely, but prices keep 
very low. The low prices of pines have stimulated sales, and 
one can but wonder where the profit comes in, with ‘‘chunks’’ 
of prime fruit obtainable at 234d. and 3d. (5c. and 6c.) per tin. 
In London slightly higher prices than the current spot prices 
are being quoted for new season’s pines to arrive. At Liver- 
pool arrivals are going satisfactorily into distributors’ hands, 
but importers and merchants deplore the low spot prices. 

In fish, business in salmon has become quieter, owing in 
part to the interest now being taken by the trade in the sup- 
plies which are coming to hand by the overland route. Merch- 
ants are waiting to see how the working of the new route turns 
out. At the moment supplies are plentiful, but sales are not 
brisk. Prices, however, keep firm. The position of salmon on 
the United Kingdom market is stable enough, but the effect of 
the new consignments, coming by the shorter route, is as yet 
an uncertain quantity. As soon as this new branch of the 
trade has settled down to regular working, selling will be likely 
to go on again with fair activity. 

Lobsters have lately had a slow sale at London. Business 
in this fish is very quiet at the time of writing. At Liverpool 
lobsters have been in good and steady demand and are selling 
well. The prices of lobsters are unchanged, both at Liverpool 
and London. 

Sardines have lately been in large supply in the towns of 
the United Kingdom and are on offer at very low prices. Small 
boxes of the fish can now be bought singly at 2d. and 3d. (4c. 
and 6c.), though the larger boxes of prime brands sell at 6d. 
and 1s. (12c. and 24c.) A large quantity of the cheaper fish is

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- now on offer and is making a new market for sardines. The 
small boxes sell at prices which are possible to the working 
classes, and these are now buying them as ‘‘tasty’’ extras. 
Many people will buy boxes of sardines at 2d. or 3d. to whom 
6d. would be prohibitive. The very cheap boxes, whether 
carrying a profit for the packers or not, have made a new 
demand for sardines in the United Kingdom. Prices of all 
brands are at present firm, owing to the unsatisfactory reports 
which have come to hand as to the results of the later fishings. 

Tinned meats continue in moderately good demand. The 
scare of eighteen months ago has about spent itself, and the 
efforts to restore public confidence in the packings have pro- 
duced a good effect. There is now a very fair and steady con- 
sumption of meats and tongues, aud one may confidently take 
it that with so large a recovery the consumption will continue 
to improve. The trade has about got clear of the setback 
which it received through the scare, though the consumptioh is 
not yet equal to what it was before that event. But there has 
been a recovery, and in view of the character of the setback, 
this is a matter for satisfaction and for renewed confidence. 

The recent prosecution of a firm of grocers for an alleged 
sale of tinned salmon, following a case of death, which was 
supposed to have occurred through ptomaine poisoning caused 
by eating some of the salmon in question, continues to receive 
attention from grocers’ associations in the United Kingdom. 
The Northern Council of Grocers’ Associations at their last 
meeting decided to send a copy of the following letter to each 
association in their area as a guide to grocers in similar cases: 
‘‘ At the meeting of the Council held on Tuesday last refe- 
rence was made to the recent salmon prosecution, also to a 
case where a death had occurred and was reported in the 
press as ‘Supposed ptomaine poisoning from eating tinned 
salmon, but which on investigation proved to be without 
foundation. The Council feels that in the interests of the 


trade such cases should not be allowed to go by default, 
and that in every case possible a legal representative should 
be instructed to attend the inquiry. The Council suggests 
that where any death is supposed to be due to bad food, an 
arrangement should’ be made with the local chief constable, 
whereby the trade may be legally represented. A sugges- 
tion was thrown out that a card hung up in the shop advis- 
ing purchasers of tinned goods to empty the contents into 
glass Or earthenware vessels immediately they are opened 
might be an advantage.’’ 

It will be seen from the action of the Northern Council of 
Grocers’ Associations that the handlers of canned goods in the 
United Kingdom are not willing to allow charges of a damaging 
kind made against such goods to go unchallenged. If it can be 
proved that such charges are grounded on facts, so much the 
worse for the goods, but if it can be shown that the charges are 
baseless, so much the better for the goods, for the trade and for 
all concerned. The action taken by the Northern Council had 
as its objects the bringing to light of the actual facts in cases of 
alleged sales of unsound goods and the protection of those 
who deal in canned goods and other articles of food from law 
costs, loss apd inconvenience through baseless charges being 
brought against them. BRITISHER. 


Straits Settlements Exports. 


Vice-Consul George E. Chamberlin, of Singapore, furnishes statistics 
compiled from the Singapore and Penan market reports, showing the 
quantity of East India products exported from the Straits Settlements in 


-July, 1998. We omit all articles emenge tin and pineapples, as they do 


not interest the canners. 

The tin exported to this country amounted to 1,176,000 pounds and to 
England 5,334,800 pounds. To all countries the total amounted to 
8,161,465 pounds. Pineapples exported to this country in cases amounted 
to 13,172 and to England 54,114.

A change has been introduced in certain portions of the United States 
in the manufacture cf cheese. This change consists in soaking the curd 
at one stage of the process, in cold water. After drainage, the curd is then 
salted and put to press. ; " ; 

This treatment is carried on solely for fraudulent purposes. First, it 
introduces an undue amount of water in the cheese, thus increasing the 
weight, and, second, it gives a soft texture and an appearance of superior 
quality, which deceives the purchaser as to its real nature. Cheese thus 
produced is of inferior quality, for it develops less of the desirable cheese 
flavor, than it otherwise would, and it deteriorates greatly in quality before 
the curing process is complete. 

Under the food and drugs act this type of cheese can not enter inter- 
state commerce nor be sold in the District of Columbia or the Territories 
under the name of ‘‘Cheese’’ unless this name be further characterized. 
In the opinion of the Board, this product should be labeled ‘‘Soaked Curd
